did ,not begin work immediately. The 
-•dredger- v/ill work with -the Alert, 
mother ship of the submarine flotil- 
-la. 
The Pontoon system 
probably 


will be used to raise the F-4. 


Chains will be passed under the 


bow and scern ot the submerged sub- 
marine, the dredger sunk into th'e 
water and the chains tightened The 
water then will be pumped out of 
the dredger, causing her to rise high- 
er in the water, thus providing lift- 
ing power to raise the submarine. 


The army department hospital is 


in readiness to receive the men of 
the F-4 when the submarine is rais- 
ed. Cole. Ebart has placed his hos- 
pital staff and equipment at the ser- 
vice of the navy.

The night ot March 21 and 22 
the Austrians manifested an unpre- 
cedented fire upon the Russian posi-

Tne hut in which the Russian

shook like a leaf, and the ground for 
miles around trembled as 
though 


rent by an unending series of earth- 
quakes. All night long the sky was 
red with the bursting of shells. The 
cannonading reached its greatest in- 
tensity between four and six o'clock 
in the morning

army slept that night, although they 
were accustomed to weeks of bom-

Before dawn a scouting division

lUave been interested in fol lowing the e lei-trie light 


discussion in the papers. 


TJie factory of which I am manager uses about 125 


horsepower in electricity bought of the Ohio Light & 
Power Co. 


Why? Because it is cheaper than to make our own 


power. Practically all the factories in Newark do the 
same thing for the same reason. 


The American Bottle Co. is a case in point. It is well 


for thinking people to reflect that if Mr. Christian is 
correct in his figures. The American B o t tl e Co. and 
other Newark factory managers are all wrong. 


Also if he is right then The American B o t t l e Co. 


could save annually thousands of dollars by hiring Mr. 
Christian even at a cost of $5,000.00 a year. His salary 
as Director of Public Service is, I understand, only 
$2,100.00 per year. I can't help but believe that Mr. 
Christian is a wonder at juggling figures, b e c a u s e I 
can't consider him a good manager when I remember 
that under bis direction it cost my company over $25.00 
to dig and refill a trench for water mains five feet deep 
and 75 feet long, although I could have easily have done 
it for $10.00 but was not permitted the privilege. 


This amount may seem small but straws show the di- 


rection of the wind. 


Working- men should remember that the cheaper the 


power costs the factory manager, the more wages he can 
afford to pay his men. 


This is my view of the matter as a-common sense busi- 


ness proposition.

The lack of system and want of tech- 


nical trailing on the part of many 
American officiate In charge inako 
street cleaning unnecessarily expensive, 
leave the .streets in a batl condition 
and cause the cleaning to be carried 
out in a disagreeable, insanitary way. 


In foreign cities engineers specialize 


on this subject. Street cleaning has 
been reduced to a science, and economy, 
efficiency arid the comfort and con- 
venience of'the public are considered. 


The purpose of street cleaning; is to 


remove'as .quickly and as cheaply as 
possible all foreign matter in the streets 
and thus to conduce to the health ol 
"the public by minimizing the circula- 
tion of germ laden dust. 


tfhe cleaning of streets should be car- 


ried ontin-.a systematic and thorough 
manner. -,The cleaners^ should proceed 
to crews with the necessary apparatus 
both to clean the streets .and the side- 
walks, as well, if necessary, and the lay- 
out of the work should be such that no 
member of the crew needs to wait on 
the progress of the, other, but all pro- 
ceed simultaneously, and when they 
have passed through the street the 
wprk will be done. The method of 
piecemeal street cleaning, with the 
householder sweeping dirt into the 
street,* the street cleaner -sweeping it 
into piles and the piles being removed 
by wagons, with the occasional passing 
first on one side of the street and then 
on the Bother of some piece of street 
cleaning apparatus, results in a contin- 
ual stirring up of dust to the great dis-: 
comfort and inconvenience of all con- 
cerned,, while the street never really 
gets cleaned. " • ' 


-The -number of .men' in the. cleaning 
crew depends on the kind of machinery 
used;.. As no .machine is capable of 
reaching all parts of the street, a cer- 
tain .amount of manual sweeping i9 
necessary, especially when .the side- 
walks are cleaned in conjunction, with 
-the machine .sweeping, so that, as indfc 
cated,-the,whole.width of this street 
. will-be cleaned at once. 


Musi Be .Clear of Traffic. 


In order that such cleaning may pro- 


ceed with efficiency and dispatch, and 
consequently with economy, the .streets 
must be practically clear of traffic, as 
the presence . of \ vehicles, especially 
those:standing at the curb, greatly de- 
lays the work of the x:rew. ; „ . 


Asftlie-operation of such a crew also 


handicaps traffic" and as'the public pre- 
fers to see the streets clean, rather 
than to see them being cleaned, it is 
essential to select a suitable hour for 
cleaning. German cities have conduct- 
ed numerous tests for finding out the 
most favorable hour. The city of Dres- 
den adopted the practice of cleaning 
the", main streets in the early morning 
hours, beginning about 4 o'clock and 
finishing the business sections by C 
o'clock, some 20 to 30 per cent of the 
entire street area. The cleaning of the 
remainder of the streets proceeds im- 
mediately after the main streets are 
finished, and the whole city is cleaned 
by 9 a. m. 


The Early Morning Plan. 


The advantages of the system are 


that the cleaning can be carried out by 
daylight and is consequently better 
performed than when carried out un- 
der artificial light, that the workmen 
are more efficient as day workers than 
as night workers, and that during the 
early morning hours the traffic is at the 
minimum. 


Xo refuse may be placed on the side- 


walk, but must be kept on the house- 
holder's premises in such places as will 
not cause annoyance to the neighbors. 
As the street cleaning crews may be 
expected at a fixed time daily the 
householders arc able to make their ar- 
rangements accordingly, and thus the 
whole proceeding is carried out in the 
most expeditious and convenient man- 
ner. 


Most Urgent Duty. 


Perhaps the most urgent of the du- 


ties of llic street cleaners is the re- 
moval from I toe streets of the carcasses 
of dead animals, not only on account 
of the unsiglililiness of such objects, 
but also because, especially in iwmnacr, 
ttaey are a menace to bcaUh. Singu- 
larly enough, in nanny America* cities. 
Including those constantly exploiting 
their civic improvement plans, there 3s 
a lack of co-opcraiion Ijctwcca loc po- 
lice, to whose notice such matters nat- 
urally first faJH, and the street cleaning 
departments, so tftaf the carcasses re- 
jnaih often for days bcfwre being re- 
moved. 


It would certainly secrai a necessary 


preliminary to street planning to have 
the streets free of such impediment?.
